Street Police Court that this barbarous 

ractice cannot be indulged in with impunity. 

he evidence put forward forthe defence of 
the persons implicated in such acts of cruelty 
was that it was more merciful to crop th. 
ears of certain breeds of dogs by one slice of 
the knife tban to allow them to be torn into 
Strips afterwards, as, by tho nature of 
their pu nacious character, would in- 
evitably be tbe case. That this was 
poor evidence is shown us by the 
result of the inquiry ; besides, we are most 
of us aware that many dogs wbose ears are 
cropped are not of pugnacious dispositions, 
and that in many cases it is dune for fashion's 
sake only. The edwes of the dog's ears so 
mutilated would, I am sure, be more liable 
to injury than if left untouched. 


The severe weather appears to have very 
much affected our feathe:ed friends. Many 
of the rarer annual visitors to our shores 
from the north have put in their appearance 
in increased numbers this winter, and it is 
Said that a specimen of Brunnich’s guille- 
mot, a bird that bas seldom, if ever, been seen 
in this country, has been captured in Cam- 
bridgeshire.

this. The copper bit or soldering iron you 
werk with must also be made clean 
each time you set about soldering, or it will 
reither tin itself or help to tin the goods. 
Here is the way to work. Heat the copper 
bit till it is red hot, then have an old file, and 
file it perfectly clean on all the bevel faces; 
by that time, if you are working promptly, 
it will he at the proper heat to tin. Have a

“Don’t go to sleep, man; wake up.” The 
man, however, did not move, and it was then 
found that he was dead, the reins being frozen 
to his hands. Another death was reported on 
Friday. A youth employed by Mr. White, 
mineral water manufacturer, Camberwell, 
was found dead in а waggon in which he was 
engaged, death being due, it is said, to the 
extreme severity of the weather. On Fri- 
day afternoon it was reported that a driver 
em"loyed on one of the Great Western 
Railway vans had died suddenly from the 
effects of the frost while seated in his vehicle 
with the reins in bis hand.

Reports FROM THE PROVINCES. 

Forty-two degrees of frost in the town and 
44 deg. in the open have been registered at 
Market Harborough. The attendance at the 
great social function of the season, the annual 
united hunt ball, was much affected by the 
present exceptional weather. 

At Loughborough, Leicestershire, the ther- 


tance out is frozen over, and fears are enter- 
tained that great damage will result to the 
oysters on the beds. 

A Chesterfield correspondent says several 
thermometers in Chesterfield registered more 
than 32 deg. of frost, and fell below zero. 
Records show that such severe weather has 
not been experienced in North Derbyshire 
during the century. 

The frost in West Norfolk increases in in- 
tensity, and 26 deg. are registered. Great 
distress prevails in this extensive agricultural 
district, where farming operations are en- 
tirely suspended. Birds are perishing by 
thousands, many of them being found frozen 
to the branehes of the trees. 

The intense cold has brought about a seri- 
ous state of affairs in East Worcestershire 
and South Staffordshire. All the cana!s are 
frozen, and it is impossible to E supplies of 
coal to large works in the black country. 
Hundreds of boats laden with kinds of 

oes аге frozen up in the canals. Unless 
а change in the weather occurs, trade will be 
brought to a standstill.

GREAT FIRE AT TH 
DOCK, E LONDON 


EsrtwaATED Daunen, 440,000. 

What proved а most destructive fire broke 
out on Friday morning in the West India 
Dock. А range of buildings of two and four 
floors, extending 200 yards in one direction 


-|and 100 yards in another, was sudden!y dis- 


covered to be on fire, and before the Dock 
Police could get one of the appliances with 
which the docks are supplied into operation 
or could call up the firemen, the mischief 
had commenced to spread right and left with 
the most startling rapidity. When the earlier 
engines commenced to arrive at the scene 
the range of premises was involved from end 
to end, and a fire of enormous magnitude 
was seen to be in progress. Steamers were 
rapidly set to work, while urgent messages 
for more help were despatched to the South- 
wark headquarters. Capt. Simonds ordered 
on steamers from nearly every station in the 
Metropolis; and proceeded himeelf to the 
scene to direct the firemen. The state of the 
roads and the fog which prevailed caused 
serious delay in the arrival of this further aid, 
and in the meantime the confi: tion made 
rapid headway. A long line of shed build- 
ings on the quays, 550ft. long and 70ft. wide, 
became hopelessly involved. Several barges 
and a steamship, which were lying at the 
quay-side, were attacked, and commenced to 
blaze with the utmost fierceness, and a huge 
seed warehouse of four floors, 250ft. long and 
150ft. wide, was, in turn, attacked. The fire- 
men got deliveries to work from land and 
water, 27 steamers being employed on the 
land, and the powerful “ C ” float, with four 
deliveries, pumping on the flames from the 
river. The fire, however, burnt furiously
